use,” Oil had existed in the earth for many 
thousands of vears, but it was not until 1859 
that it was brought into the light of day in 
commercial quantities. Petroleum was found 
in the earth at various depths: in Mexico it 
had been discovered 10,585 feet, or over two 
miles, deep. 

Having described the modern methods of 
boring and the extraction of the crude liquid 
from the rock, Mr. Harpur said that the 
transportation of the oil from the fields to 
wherever it was wanted was a highly 
specialised branch of the industry. Pipe-lines 
were laid from the field to the storage tanks ; 
thence the petrol went to the refinery, coastal] 
or other points, where it was pumped into 
ships for refining overseas. 

One-eighth of the tonnage of all vessels 
registered at Lloyd’s (8,650,000 tons) were 
oil-tankers. Over one-third of the tonnage of 
all ocean-going steamships were now burning 
fuel oil, and virtually all naval vessels were 
oil-fired.

Gall Scoring. 


Although England’s first innings score of 
524 in the recent Test match at Sydney 
was a long one, nobody familiar with 
cricket ‘down under ” will be surprised 
if much higher scores and totals are regis- 
tered during the series; for Australia is 
re-eminently the land of tall scoring. 
Most of the cricket ' records ” for indi- 
vidual scores, totals and aggregates have 
been set up on Australian wickets, the 
very nature of which usually assist run- 
getting. The highest individual score in 
first-class cricket, for imstance, is Don 
Bradman’s 452 “ hit up” two seasons ago 
for New South Wales against Queensland 
on the very ground on which Australia 
lost so severely last week. The nearest 
approach to this huge total ever scored on 
an English wicket was Archie McLaren's 
424 for Lancashire against Somerset, 
obtained during the late summer of 1895 ; 
and it is worth remarking that of the ten 
highest individual scores obtained during 
the history of the game, seven were made 


Dublin's Water Supplies. 


Not less interesting should be the con- 
tribution of Mr. Moynihan, Dublin’s City 
Engineer, upon the subject of the future 
of Dublin’s water supplies. Unknown to 
the man in the street, a mild battle has 
raged for some time behind the scenes as 
between experts on the rival merits of ex 
tending Roundwood Reservoir and laying 
on new pipes, at a cost of some hundreds 
of thousands of pounds, to Stillorgan ; or, 
on the other hand, .dove-tailing the 
problems of new electricity and water 
supplies by harnessing the Liffey at 
Poulaphouca, where, I understand, several 
thousands of acres could be dammed at a 
comparatively small cost. With such 
issues to pronounce upon Mr. Moynikan’s 
contribution, like Sir John Griffith's, 
should command much more than: mere 
professional interest. Mr. Laurence 
Kettle. as President, and Mr. J. A. Ryan, 
as Hon. Secretary, of the Institute, are 
to be congratulated upon such a syllabus 
of national interest.

hortly after 7 o'clock he saw two men 
approaching from the direction of Ballyma- 
guirk Cross. 'They walked as far as the 
gate, where he was lying in ambush, and he 
saw that they were carrying what appeared 
to be rifles. They stood for a few seconds 
looking back towards Ballymaquirk Bridge 
and were about to move off again when ‘ic 
called on them to halt and pnt up their 
hands. At the same time he fired two shots 
towards them, but not at them. 

As the detectives ran forward, the men 
turned to escape, but he caught one of them 
—John O’Sullivan—before he could cross the 
fence into the field, and the other man— 
Patrick—was caught in a wood. When ques- 
tioned, John O’Sullivan said that he came 
to catch salmon, but later he said that he 
came to get guns that were hidden in a 
fence near Ballymaquirk. At Mullane’s Cross 
he saw a footprint, and his prisoner admitted 
that he had been there when he showed him 
that the mark of his boot compared with the 
footprint. 

The witness added that he was handed 
later a rifle and a shot-gun, both of which 
were in perfect working order.

The effect of this order was 
that McCrave would leave the court without 
the suggestion of a Stain on his character, 
and also with the expressed apology of the 
superintendent, representing the State, for the 
mistaken circumstances on which he was 
arrested.

SIR JAMES P. REYNOLDS, M.P. 


Colonel Sir James P. Reynolds, Conserva- 
tive M.P. for Exchange Division of Liver- 
pool, died at his London home early yester- 
day following a heart attack.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL A. E.

Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander Edward 
M‘Barnet, late of the Indian Army, who has 
died in an Edinburgh nursing home after an 
operation, at the age of 67, had a distin- 
guished military career. He entered the 
Army in 1889, and served in the Manipur 
Expedition two years later. For his services 
in the Mahsud Waziri operations of 1901-2 
he was mentioned in despatches, and awarded 
the D.S.O. Having retired in 1913, he re- 
turned to the Colours on the outbreak of the 
Great War; was mentioned in despatches for 
his conduct in the Dardanelles campaign, and 
afterwards he served in Egypt and the 
Balkans. 

Colonel M‘Barnet married in 1912 Ida 
Florence, daughter of the late Mr. Henry 
Sharman-Crawiord, of Dublin, who was a 
relative of Senator Colonel R. G. Sharman- 
Crawford, Crawfordsburn, Belfast, 


VERY REV. CANON SHEERIN. 

The death teok place yesterday at, Crossma- 
glen, County Armagh, of the Very Rev. 
Canon Sheerin, P.P., V.F. Canon Sheerin 
had been in delicate health for some, time 
past. He was noted for the great work 
which he did for total abstinence during his 
entire priestly career. He was born in the 
parish of Carrickmore in 1861, and, after 
being in Maynooth, was ordained in 1878, 
when he was appointed to Dunamore. . He 
spent the vears 1895-95 in the United States 
collecting funds for the building of a parochial 
house and schools for that parish. In 1899 
he was appointed as curale to Armagh and 
was there for ten years. Ín 1909 he was ap- 
pointed parish priest of Creggan, in which 
parish he did much useful and enduring work. 
One of his greatest undertakings for the 
parish of Creggan was the building of the 
new church at Glassdrummond, which was 
dedicated in September last. 


TILE REY. F, J. CAUSTON. 

The Rey. Francis Jervoise Causton, an 
honorary canon of Winchester from. 1908, has 
died at Winchester, aged 89. He was believed 
to be the oldest canon in England. Ordained 
65 years ago, Canon Causton held curacies 
successively at’ Abingdon and at Crondall, 
Hampshire. In 1877 he became Vicar of All 
Saints, Alton, and nine years later was 
appointed to the living at Petersfield, where 
he remained until 1 In that year he 
was chosen for the Mastership of St. Cross 
Hospital, Winchester, where the famous dole 
of a piece of bread and a horn of ale may still 
be claimed by any wayfarer. Canon Causton 
retired from the Mastership in 1927. 


DR. T. H. DONOVAN, 

Dr. Thomas H. Donovan, who died last 
Friday at 57 Canning street, Liverpool, was 
a native of Leighlinbridge, Co. Carlow, and 
a brother of Professor Robert Donovan, of 
University College, Dublin. He was educated 
at the Royal University of Ireland, where he 
obtained his M.B. degree in 1893, and after- 
wards at the National University, where he 
took out his M.D. He also was a D.Ph. of 
Liverpool University. 

Dr, Donovan's life was chiefly passed in 
Liverpool, where he had a practice. He was 
aged 65 at the time of his‘ death, and is 
survived by his widow.

GOVERNMENT TAKEN 
TO TASK.

R. P. L. RYAN, Chairman, South 
M Tipperary County Council, addressing 

a meeting of the Farmers’ Defence 
League at Emly son Sunday, said that the 
farmers now were being told that they did 
not own their lands—this after all the 
struggles and sacrifices of the past so that the 
farmers should have title and security in 
their holdings. When seventy-five per cent. 
of the people of this country were engaged 
in farming, it was a disgrace that the 
farmers showla have no voice in their 
country’s legislature, For that, of course, the 
farmers themselves were to blame, and it 
was high time, now that their very existence 
was imperilled, that they stirred themselves. 


THE COUNTRY’S INTERESTS.

From inquiries which I made to-day in 
Government circles I gather that there is 
no likelihood of the Northern Government 
departing from its decision to grant no 
subsidy. On the contrary, the more the 
position is examined the prospect of any 
subsidy becomes more remote. 

A well-known official pointed out that 
there is no analogy between the present 
position in the Free State and that in 
Northern Ireland. In the first place, 
Northern Ireland finances are so inter- 
locked with those of Great Britain that 
the Joint Exchequer Board would not 
regard a subsidy to railways as a legiti- 
mate deduction from Northern Ireland's 
surplus revenue, with the result that the 
cost of any subsidy would have to be met 
from Northern Ireland's own limited 
resources and powers of taxation. The 
Northern Government, even if it desired, 
would be unable to obtain Parliamentary 
sanction for further expenditure on 
Northern taxpayers to provide a subsidy 
for any industry. -

ANGLO-PERSIAN 
DIFFICULTY. 


ROYALTIES PAID BY 
THE COMPANY. 


Several questions on the Anglo-Persian 
oil agreement were answered in the House 
of Commons yesterday. 

Captain Eden (Under-Secretary Foreign 
Affairs) informed Mr. Thorne (Labour, 
Plaistow) that the agreement between the 
Persian Government and the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company was the D'Arcy Con- 
cession, which was granted by the Persian 
Government to Mr. William Knox D'Arcy 
in May, 1901, and which was transferred 
to the Anglo-Persian Oil Company in 
1909. The concession was granted for 60 
years as from Muy, 1901. The concession, 
he said, contains no provision which would 
now allow of its cancellation by either 
side. The only power of cancellation was 
a provision that, if within two years from 
the date of the Meaning the concession 
aires should not have formed the first 
company to operate the concession, the 
concession should become null and void. 
That claim never came into operation, 
since the first exploitation company was 
duly formed within the prescribed period. 

The concession provides for the annual 
payment to the Persian Government of 16 
per cent. of the annual net profits of any 
company or companies which might be 
formed to operate the concession. The 
total sum, up to the nearest thousand, 
paid to the BPersian Government in 
royalties up to December 31, 1931, was 
£11,265, 000. 

The present holdings of His Majesty's 
Government in the Anglo-Persian Oil Com- 
pany are as follows :— 

7,500,000 Ordinary £1 shares, 1,000 £1 
Preference shares, and £99,000 5 per cent. 
Debentures. 

The total amount which has been re- 
ceived by His Majesty’s Government from 
the company in dividends and interest up 
to the present time is £9,977,344..

Commenting editorially on the Japanese 
naval proposals Zhe Times to-day #e- 
marks:—They have not, perhaps, been 
made at a particularly favourable time, 
and can hardly be expected to receive much 
support outside Japan.

CHINA’S HAND. 


GENEVA STARTLED 
BY NEW MOVE. 


SIGNIFICANT MOVE IN 
ASIATIC RELATIONS.

GENEVA, Monday. 


DEVELOPMENT in international 

relations which will strongly affect 
the situation in the Far East was officially 
made public this afternoon, when M. 
Litvinoff, the Soviet Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, announced that diplo- 
matic relations had been resumed between 
the U.S.S.R. and China. 

It was on July 17th, 1929, that Russia 
broke off diplomatic relations, following 
Chinese action in Manchuria in an 
endeavour to stop Russian officials on the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and Soviet 
Consuls from spreading Communistic 
propaganda. 

The announcement followed a talk this 
morning between M. Litvinoff and Dr. 
Yen, the Chinese delegate to the League, 
which set the seal on the resumption of 
relations. 

M. Litvinoff stated that the beginning 
of present troubles in the Far East was in 
no small degree due to the fact that none 
of the States situated on the shores of the 
Pacific Ocean had been maintaining diplo- 
matic relations with one another. 


BLOW AT JAPAN, 


The peoples of the Soviet Union feel 
the greatest sympathy towards the Chinese 
people, and towards their efforts to main- 
tain independence and sovereignty and to 
achieve equality of status. 

M. Litvinoff added that the Soviet 
Government has given repeated proofs of 
its friendly attitude towards China, and 
these feelings of disinterestedness and 
friendship have dictated to-day’s restora- 
tion of relations. 

The Soviet Union has her hand un- 
fettered by any secret political combina- 
tions and agreements. Consequently the 
improvement of relations with one country 
does not mean the worsening of relations 
with another. 

The news startled Geneva. It had been 
assumed that Russia was leaning the other 
way. 

In spite of M. Litvinoff’s declaration 
that friendship with one Power did not 
imply a worsening of relations with any 
other, it is felt that the resumption of 
Sino-Soviet relations has taken the ground 
from under the feet of the Japanese, and 
constitutes a strong bid for American 
recognition of the Soviet, which is known 
to be hanging in the balance.

FREE STATE URGES A 
STRONG LINE. 


While the Irish Free State and other 
small Powers were all for a strong line in 
a lively three hours’ discussion on the 
Manchurian conflict in the Committee of 
Nineteen this afternoon, Great Britain and 
France both gave counsels of moderation. 

“The Lytton Report must be adopted, 
recognition refused to Manchukuo, and 
hang the consequences,’ said the small 
Powers, in effect. Britain and France, on 
the other hand, declared in s0 many words, 
‘“ If the League Assembly prejudices the 
dispute, what chance is there of concilia- 
tion proceedings succeeding? ”’ 

The Sino-Japanese dispute had been re- 
ferred to the Committee by the Extra- 
ordinary Assembly of the League, and 
finally a drafting committee, consisting of 
Sir John Simon, M. Massigli (France), 
Senator Connolly (Irish Free State), M. 
Huber (Switzerland) and M. Benes 
(Czechoslovakia), was appointed to submit 
a resolution based upon the opinions voiced 
at the meeting. 

This committee will meet to-morrow 
afternoon and report to the full committee 
probably on Wednesday. 

It seems likely that a proposal by Sir 
John Simon, that the committee should 
re-afirm the resolution of te Special 
Assembly of 11th March last will provide a 
practical and conciliatory formula accept- 
able to all parties. 

The position is, however, still critical, 
and the Japanese delegation have made it 
quite clear that if the committee goes 
beyond the March resolution they will 
simply withdraw.

MEETING of the Northern Ireland 
L\ Branch of the Association of ex- 
Service Civil Servants was hel in 
Belfast last night. ‘lhe meeting followed an 
interview which representatives of the 
Association had earlier im the day with Mr. 
Pollock, Northern lreand Minister for 
Finance, on the question of the position and 
remuneration of ex-Service civil servants. 

Referring to this interview, Mr. F. Y. 
Harkin. of the National Executive, described 
it as the most unsatisfactory he had ever 
taken part in. 

“ Not only had we an atmosphere lacking 
in sympathy, but it seemed to be a question 
not how far they could meet us, but how 
much they could corner us. it came out 
definitely at the close that had we stayed for 
two and a half weeks, instead of the two and 
a half hours we were there, we would have 
accomplisi.ed just as little.

now been issued as a White Paper. ‘The 
accounts are included in the paper. 

The Auditor-General's report states :— 


BONDS ISSUED. 

The total amount of 4 per Cent. Land 
Bonds issued to 3lst March, 1952, was 
£24,635,160, of which £22,217,175 lls. 5d. 
was attributable to advances to purchasers, 
£2,108,986 8s. 7d. to State contribution, and 
£309,000 to Costs Fund. 

Bonds’ cancelled to 3lst March, 1932, 
totalled £408,651 made up as to £378,415 
19s. 7d. in respect of advances to purchasers, 
£27,277 17s. Od. in respect of State contribu- 
tion, and £2,959 3s. 5d. in respect of Costs 
Fand (these amounts being in proportion to 
the Sinking Fund receipts on the respective 
accounts), leaving a total of Bonds outstand- 
ing -on that -date of £24,226,509. The total 
Sinking Fund receipts: (including redemption 
moneys) available to effect these cancellations 
being only £283,672 5s. id. the deficiency 
drawn from the Guarantee Fund, under Rule 
6 of the Land (Finance) Rules, . 1925, 
amounted, at the 3ist March, 1952, to 
£124,978 14s. 11d. 


ADVANCES TO PURCHASERS. 
Of the total of £22,217,173 11s. 5d. advances to 
purchasers to 3lst March, 1932, the amount 
written off in respect of redemptions and cash 
re-sales amounted to £128,754 7s.

HE entries for the Navan Fat Stock 
T Bhow and Sale, which was held to- 
day, showed a remarkable falling-off of 
approximately one half when compared with 
last year’s show. There were beasts at 
the show as compared with 751 last year. 
The economic conflict is directly respon- 
sible for this decrease in entries, which was 
lamented by the chief officials of the County 
Meath Agricultural Society, Ltd., the future 
of whose show is, no donbt, less certain 
than it was before the heavy blow was dealt 
to the cattle raising industry. Vice-Admiral 
A, Craig-Waller, ©.B., D.L., the President 
of the Society, told an Jrish Times reporter 
that “unquestionably the heavy barrier of the 
40 per cent. duty had interfered with prices 
at the show. Cattle raisers in the County 
Meath must, he said, regard themselves as 
fortunate if they have recovered the pur- 
chase price of their beasts—in many in- 
stances there had been really severe loss of 
as much as £6 r head. Last week, 
Admiral Craig-Waller said, he sent a con- 
signment of sixty cattle to Belfast. He 
reckons that he lost “£6 per head, making 
a. total loss of £360. He may recover £60 
from the bounty scheme. His stock might 
be written down by half its value, and he 
feared that if things continue as at present 
he may have to dispose of his stock, cut his 
losses, and leave the Mig ó 
Animals at . to-day’s es sold at an 
average price of £2 per cwt. for prize- 
winners, and 30s. per cwt. for non-prize- 
winners, a drop of 15s. and 10s. per cwt., 
respectively, on last year’s average prices. A 
fair number of beasts was bought for ship- 
ment, but the larger number of purchases 
was for the home trade. The champion 
bullock in the show, owned by Desmond 
Smith, Navan, was* bought by Mr. M. 
Byrne, Drogheda, for £27 10s. Od. The 
top price for baby beef was £26. The stan-

LABOUR LEADERS JOIN

The most important political develop- 
ment in South Africa since the 
Nationalist-Labour pact was announced 
here this evening, when leading members 


of the Labour Party, headed by M. Kent-. 


ridge, member for ‘Troyeville in the House 
of Assembly, decided to join the South 
Africa Party. 

The Nationalist-Labour pact was formed 
in 1924, but was terminated, so far as the 
official Labour Party were concerned, in 
August last year, when a reorganisation of 
the main forces of Labour took place under 
the name of the “ United Labour Party.” 
Labour members of the Legislature were 
thenceforth no longer expected to vote with 
the Government, and the party has since 
drifted more and more into Opposition. 

Two Labour members, Mr. Creswell and 
Mr. Sampson, who formed part of General 
Hertzog’s Ministry, remained at their 
posts, and were repudiated by their party. 

The Government's position was, in any 
case, not materially affected by these 
events, in that they possess a small 
majority over all other parties combined.
